Three years of controversy and liti¬ 
gation over the proposal to widen 
Broadway, one of Burlingame's main 
business streets, has been settled by 
the board of trustees of that city in 
the filing of condemnation suits in the 
superior court and the signing of the 
contract for the work Monday by 
Charles J. Llndgren, San Francisco 
and peninsula contractor. 

Llndgren won the awarding of the 
contract some weeks ago at a figure of 
$;I0,K68, when competitive bids were 
submitted to the Burlingame board of 
trustees. Work has already been com¬ 
menced on the contract and it is ex¬ 
pected to have it completed before the 
rainy season begins.

Announcement that the Daly City 
Merchants’ Association has a plan to 
have a committee appointed to create 
publicity to advertise the water of 
Daly City was made yesterday. 

By testa made at the University of 
California, the water is declared to he 
the second best grade of water on the 
Pacific coast. The finest water is de¬ 
clared to be in the vicinity of Mount 
Shasta. 

The baly City Merchants' Associa¬ 
tion is to hold a contest and give a 
prize for the winning slogan which 
shall advertise the water. 

There are five deep wells, each ap¬ 
proximately 270 feet deep, which sup¬ 
ply the whole city with water. The 
water being pumped into the system, 
the surplus water is pumped into tlie 
reservoir. By this method the water 
is always fresh. The pressure of the 
water is so regulated that all fire hy¬ 
drants receive equal amount of pres¬ 
sure. In case of fire the hose Is at¬ 
tached to the hydrant and the water 
is supplied with sufficient force, with¬ 
out tile aid of a pumping engine.

We now conceive the earth to be constituted aa follows: At the ora¬ 
tor ia a huge aphere of metallic iron or nickel-iron, which extends rather 
more than half-way to the surface. Near its outwr border particles of 
■tony matter occur scattered through the metal. Theae gradually increase 
in quantity, while the amount of metal decreases, until the material it 
about half metal and half atone. From this depth outward the amount 
of metal decreases and that of atone increases, until the material is stone 
peppered with small and few specks of metal. I'inally the iron disappears 
and the material is wholly stone at a depth of about one thousand miles. 

Tbe stone or rock is not uniform. It changes its oharacter outward, 
the deepest layers or shells being of very heavy, dense rock. The very 
Bghff granitic rocks are at the top. The layers of limestone, sandstone, 
•hale, coal, soil and other such materials, are relatively so thin that their 
masses are quite negligible when the composition of the earth as a whols 
ia being considered.

Excellent Recipe Given 

for Automobile Polish 

For furniture or automobile bodies 
an excellent polish can be made by 
thinning down boiled linseed oil with 
turpentine. This should be applied 
sparingly to the clean surface with a 
cloth and sliould be nibbed briskly 
with a soft dry cloth or cotton waste. 
It Is best not to use body polish on 
a car until the gloss has become dull. 

Another polish commended by auto¬ 
mobile experts la made from one gallon 
of turpentine, three and one-half 
ounces of cltronella oil, one pint of par¬ 
affin oil or light cylinder oil, and one 
and one-half ounces of oil of cedar. 
When the finish of a car has become 
very dull the appearance can be great 
ly Improved hy rubbing with a mlxt'ire 
of cylinder oil and kem.sene.
